Departure From Public 
Life Terminates Career 
of 25 Years in City, State 
and U. S. Service. 


Washington, October 12.—(/)— 
John W. Weeks placed his resigna- 
tion as secretary of war in President 
Coolidge’s hands today. | 

- Formal announcement of his with- 
drawal from the cabinct, because of 
his health,-is expected tomorrow after 
his last attendance at a cabinet meet- 
ing. 

Plans for the selection of his suc- 
cessor have not been disclosed. It 
has been the president’s custom in the 
past, however, to couple his announce- 
ment of the retirement of a member 
of his official family with the publica- 
tion of the name of the successor. 

Dwight Davis Best Bet. 

If the president follows the same 
course tomorrow, it appeared proba- 
ble tonight that he would name 
Dwight F. Davis, of Missouri, for the 
‘war portfolio. Mr. Davis has been as- 
sistant secretary of war since J. May- 
hew Wainwright resigned to take the 
place in the house of representatives, 
to which he was elected from New 
York. 

Since Secretary Weeks was stricken 
last March with the illness that has 
resulted in his decision to retire, Mr. 
Davis has been acting secretary, ‘and 
has borne the full administrative bur- 
den of the department. 

Many other names are known to 
have been suggested to the president, 
in view of the general feeling that Mr. 
Weeks would not be able to resume 
his duties 
These included Secretary Work, of 
the interior department, and Post- 
Charles PD. 
Dilles, of New York, former chair- 
man of the republican national com- 


mittee; Dwight W. Morrow, of New, 


York, now chairman of the president's 
special aircraft board; Hanford S. 
MacNider, of Iowa, former head of 
the American Legion and others, 
Davis Most Likely Choice. 

No one in authority professed to- 
night to have any definite knowledge 
of the president’s intentions. Mr. 
Weeks and Mr. Davis both were si- 
lent, but the report was current in 
senatorial circles that Mr. Davis had 
been decided upon to carry out for 
the president the policies of Mr. Weeks 
had initiated at the war department 
during his five years’ cabinet service. 


Mr. Weeks’ retirement is due not | 


to his own choice, but to the pres- 
sure of his family and to advice of 
his physicians. His withdrawal from 
the cabinet will leave only Secretaries 
Mellon, Hoover, Work and James J. 
Davis, of the labor department of the 
original Harding circle, whom Mr. 
Coolidge asked to carry on with him 
when he succeeded to the presidency.

The retiring war secretary paid his 
first visit today to the war department 
since illness compelled him to aban- 
don active charge of departmental af- 
fairs last April. He came unannounc- 
ed and did not concern himself with

He also called on Secretary Kellogg 
and later went to the white house to 
inform the president of his decision 
to yield to the wishes of his family 
and return within the next few days 
to Massachusetts.

(Written for the United News:) 

New Orleans, October 12.—Nothing 
has happened to me. 

What has happened has happened to 
the Protestant Episcopal church. I 
am still a bishop, and my order in the 
old Catholic church must be recog- 
nized by all Episcopalians. Moreover, 
I am still an Episcopalian, and will 
continue my work in that church, as 
in all others, for religious unity. 

I have proven my main conten- 
tion—that heresy is as silly a charge 
as witcheraft, and that heresy can 
possibly be prosecuted today without 
recourse to the literal standards of the 
Fourth century. 

That the church would officially 
adopt those Fourth century stand- 
ards has, of course, disappointed me. 
It has brought this whole convention 
into ridicule. It now remains for 
some other convention to undo this 
act, and either to set up a believable 
standard of orthodoxy, .or admit, as 
I believe, that no standard whatever 
can be set up. 

This convention has gone oyer- 
whelmingly fundamentalist. It did 
not mean to. All it meant to do was 
to throw me out without a hearing. 
But the world has heard my case, if 
the convention has not, and the world 
knows that this ridiculous and de 
grading ceremony of deposition was 
pronounced upon a Protestant Epis- 
copal bishop, without a protest from 
the rest of the convention, because his 
intellectual beliefs were not in har- 
mony with the “obvious and essential 
meaning” of the ancient creeds and

BUILDING PROGRAN

Leaders of Highway De- 
partment Discuss Allot- 
ment of Federal and 
State Funds. 


Federal highway aid allotments for 
Georgia during 1926 were discussed 
Monday at a conference between John 
N. Holder, chairman of the state high- 
way board; W. R. Neel, highway engi- 
neer, and R. E. Adams, office en- 
engineer, and R. E. Adams, office en- 
gineer. The discussion will be contin- 
ued today at the East Point highway 
offices, and the proposed division of 
1926 federal aid will de submitted 
to the highway board at Friday’s 
meeting for approval. 

More than $5,500,000 worth of road 
construction is planned for Georgia 
duting 1926, Mr. Holder announced 
Monday night. Of this sum, $2.000,- 
000 will come from the federal gov- 
ernment, a similar sum from the state 


Y and the remainder from the counties 


through which the highway construc- 
tion will pass. 

The 1926 sum mentioned by Mr. 
Holder includes the program now un- 
der way in the drouth-stricken area, 
this work merely being pushed up so 
that drouth-affected farmers might be 
given employment in  roadbuilding. 
Surveys and plans for the drouth area 
program are now being made, and 
the entire project will be well under 
way within 60 days, Mr. Holder said. 

He announced Monday night that 
the highway department is being 
placed under a rigid system of effi- 
ciency so as to obtain the best results 
from employees and various depart- 
ments. Each department is being 
placed on its own footing, so as to be 
directly responsible to the board for 
its own conduct, with the least pos- 
sible interlocking “between depart-

Henry Grady Highway 
Association To Be Form- 
ed at Ellijay Today; Tra- 
verses Eight Counties.

{ ticipation in the soviet regime. 
| Already the former war chief of the 
| bolsheviks is on his way to south Rus- 
| sia, whence he returned in May after 
an “exile’’ which began in January. 
His physicians have ordered a com- 
plete rest to mend a breakdown, re- 
sulting from working at high pres- 
sure ever since he was made chair- 
man of the general concessions com- 
mittee last May. He is going to Kis- 
lovodsk, a small health resort in the 
Caucasus, where he is expected to 
spend several weeks. 

Trotsky has been spending 18 
hours a day in work, devoting himself 


intensively to ambitious plans for the 
dissemination of electric power 
throughout all Russia, and to work- 
ing out methods for improving Rus-

sian manufactured articles. He has 
been eager also to retrieve his former 
political prestige and to win his way 
back to the esteem and good will of 
his old associates. 

To this end, he has bent his utmost 
efforts to make a success of his task 
as head of the concessions commit- 
tee. 

The old breach between Trotsky 
and the communist party leaders now 
seems to be definitely healed, and it 
is said to be due chiefly to the in- 
fluence of the widow of Nikolai 
Lenine and to her desire that the par- 


ty and government should not lose 
the services of her husband’s old 
friend. 

That Trotsky has regained some of 
his old political authority is shown by 
the fact that he took part in the re- 
cent sitting of the central executive 
committee of the communist party, 
a forerunner to the regular congress 
arty in December. It is be- 
lieved hbikely that he will be given 
at that time a higher official ition 
if the state of his health permits.

Washington, October 12.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—The fury of the 
Pirate attack, hitherto somewhat of a 
fable, became a reality today for the 
first time in the world’s series. 

On the crest of it, the National 
league champions came back when 
their hopes seemed lost, knocked Stan- 
ley Coveleskie out of the box and 
captured the fifth game of the cham- 
pionship struggle by a margin of 6 
to 3, while the strong-armed and stout- 
hearted Vie Aldridge hurled his second 
triumph over the Senators in brilliant 
fashion. 

It was a sensational come-back on 
the part of the Buccaneers, who had 
seemed headed for quick defeat after 
their third defeat and shut-out yes- 
terday at the hands of Walter John- 
son. Tonight, as the warring forces 
departed for Pittsburg and the sixth 
game there tomorrow, there was a 
rosier hue to the Pirate cause. 

Bill MecKechnie and his young stal- 
warts still must take two straight 
games to gain the world’s champion- 
ship heights, for the count gives the 
Senators the edge at three games to 
two. But, their batting rampage to- 
day brought about a startling revival 
of Pittsburg hopes. 

Hopes Revived. 

These hopes were further brightened 
by the wreckage that this savage 
Pirate attack left in the pitching ranks 
of the Senators.

Locarno, Switzerland, October 12.— 
(?)—Important progress has been 
achieved at Locarno for stabilization 
of the peace of Europe. The allied 
powers declare they have reached an 
accord with Germany in principle on 
the terms under which Germany will 
join the league of nations. 

This makes easier of settlement all 
other undecided points of the pro- 
posed Rhine pact and arbitration trea- 
ties, and so confident are the allies 
of eventual success that arrangements 
have been definitely made to invite 
Mussolini, the Italian premier, to the 
closing sessions of the conference to- 
ward the end of the week. 

Terms of Agreement. 

The “gentleman’s agreement,” con- 
cerning the conditions of Germany’s 
entry into the league, is a collective 
statement which will be signed by 
Great Britain, France, Italy and Bel- 
gium. By its terms, Germany agrees 
to join the league, on the understand- 
ing that the league of nations alone is 
competent to interpret the league cove- 
nant. 

However, the powers signatory to 
the agreement, all of which are repre- 
sented in the council, informed Ger- 
many in effect that in their opinion 
the league of nations cannot ask from 
member states military, economic or 
financial contributions in case of war 
which would be incompatible with their 
capacity.

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HEALTH TALKS

ASTHMATIC WHEEZES. 

A young business woman went to 
a country inn for her vacation. Sev- 
eral dogs had the run of the house. 
Within 48 hours the young woman 
was so ill of asthma that it was neces- 


sary to take her home to her physi- 
cian. In the city she quickly recov- 
ered. Her physician saw no reason 
why she should not return to the 
country for her vacation. She went 
back to the inn. Everybody welcomed 
her, including the dogs. Within a few 
days the asthma recurred. Again she 
was carried home, this time to remain 
in bed a month. After that she was 
able to visit another resort in the 
country, where she regained her usual 
good health. There were no dogs in 
this second country: place. No one 
thought of that at the time, however. 

Months. afterward this business 
woman built herself a country home 
near the ocean, and there she thrived, 
though she occasionally got. off a few 
wheezes. Her sister happened to be 
present on one such occasion and 
sister wondered whether a dog could 
have anything to do with it, for she 
had noticed that the wheezing usually 
occurred when a neighbor's dog had 
visited the cottage. 

This theory of sister’s set every- 
body thinking, and then it was re- 
ealled that every remembered asth- 
matie seizure had occurred soon after 
association with a dog. This was con- 
sidered as of academic interest only, 
until one day the family stopped at 
a roadhouse for dinner. There the 
luckless woman had a moderate at- 
tack of the old asthma. One of the 
party remarked that if she did not 
know better she would assume there 
was a dog on the premises. There 
was apparently no dog—until a party 
arose from a nearby table and left 
the room followed by their dog which 
had been lying quietly under the table. 

The plot thickens and the _ story 
ends here. 

Not a few cases of spasmodic or 
bronchial asthma are caused by emana- 
tions (dander) from dogs, cats, fowls. 
parrots, canaries, mice, horses, and 
other animals whose emanations (dan- 
der, skin, hair, fur, feathers) are for- 
eign to man. Certain individuals 
seem to become “sensitized” to the par- 
ticular protein of some such emana- 
tion, so that they have a characteristic 
reaction whenever they inhale the 
emanation in question. This action 
does not always amount to an asth- 
matie seizure; sometimes it expresses 
itself in an attack of hives with little 
or no disturbance of breathing. Hay 
fever is an identical reaction, in char- 
acter, though the exciting cause is of 
vegetable rather than animal origin, 
a pollen to which the yictim is sensi-

A medical man who had suffered 
more or less from asthma since child- 
hood, found relief only after it had 
dawned on him that his footsteps had 
been dogged during all his worst at- 
tacks at home or in far away health 
resorts by that as some folks call him 
faithful friend of man, that dumb, 
very dumb indeed as compared with 
the intelligent feline, unreasoning ani- 
mal that licks any hand that feeds 
him and bites a finger from the hand 
of his tender hearted mistress when 
she tries to rescue him from a peril- 
ous situation into which he has rushed 
like the dunderhead he is. 

All that wheezes is not asthma. 
Many eases purporting to be asthma 
are in reality not of this character at 
all, but merely disturbances of breath- 
ing associated with very different dis- 
eases which it seems of no use to the 
layman even to mention in a discus- 
sion of asthma.

But the record shows that the 7,620,- 
O00 bales that had been ginned up to 
the 18th of October was but 47.9 
per cent of the yield and that 8,515.- 
000 passed through the gins before 
that date. 

All things does not prove anything, 
for it may be that the present crop 
is the earliest on record, but the same 
thing has been said of many previous 
crops and it is_hard for a statistician 


who knows anything of hydraulics to 
believe that a stream of 217,000 bales 
a day can be flowing from a reservoir 
that is approaching exhaustion. 

It is also hard to ignore the ap- 
parent disappearance of the boll wee- 
vill or the large acreage said to have 
been planted this season. It was 
probably overestimated, but that it is 
larger than last year no one can deny, 
and in at least 60 per cent of the 
planted area an unusually good yield 
is reported. 

These are the considerations which 
suggest circumspection in assuming 
that a erop of even 16,000,000 bales 
is impossible. Such a yield may not 
be realized, but unless there is an 
early falling off in the per diem gin- 
ning those who believe in less will be 
on the defensive. 

But the effect of a crop of 16,000,- 
000 bales upon prices is another ques- 
tion, Exports for the season thug 
far are 25 per cent in excess of last 
year. This rate of increase, if it con- 
tinues, would mean that more than 
10,000,000 bales out of this year’s 
crop will be shipped abroad. Lower 
prices will probably augment the for- 
eign demand, and a domestic consump- 
tion of at least 6,000,000 bales seems 
almost certain. 


This allocation disposes of 16,000.- 
000 bales without providing for any 
increase in the meager stocks that 
spinners held at the beginning of the 
season. For this reason a crop. of 
16,000,000 bales should not work any 
great decline in prices if its possibil- 
ity is admitted and prepared for with 
deliberation and caleulation. 

The harm caused by the semi-menth- 
ly estimates that have called forth so 
much protest is that they have as- 
pired to an accuracy that is impossi- 
ble. Error, which is always costly 
and demoralizing, has therefore been 
unavoidable. 

This season’s experience has made it 
clear that the crop cannot be ap- 
proximated before October 1, nor close- 
ly estimated before December 1. When 
the trade and the government come 
to realize this everyone will be _ bet- 
ter off, and fewer lead pencils will 
be used up making futile figures and 
preparing the guesses that are mis- 
called estimates,

In Public Life 25 Years. 

The record of public service that 
will end with Mr. Weeks’ departure 
from Washington began a quarter of a 
century ago, when he was elected an 
alderman in Newton, Mass. He later 
/Sserved as mayor of that city and 
ifor five successive terms sat with the 
| Massachusetts delegation in the house 
before he went to the senate to suc- 
ceed Winthrop Murray Crane. His 
election to the senate was due in part 
to the attitude of Calvin Coolidge, 
then a member of the Massachusetts 
legislature, to whom, as president, he 
will say his formal farewell after the 
cabinet meeting tomorrow. 

In the course of that long public 
career, Mr. Weeks rose in the estima- 
tion of his party colleagues to a point 
that made his name second only to that 
of Charles E. Hughes as a possibility 
for the presidential nomination at 
Chicago in 1916. He received in that 
convention 105 yotes for the nomina- 
tion, his support coming from the dele- 
gations of 20 states. 

Called to Harding Cabinet. 

When Mr. Harding was elected to 


succeed Woodrow Wilson, it was a 
foregone conclusion that Weeks would 
be in his cabinet. He had been de- 
feated for re-election to the senate, but 
he was a stalwart in the councils of 
his party and served as a member of 
the party board of strategy in the 
campaign and by his experience both 
in business and politics was regarded 
as well equipped for any cabinet task. 
Since he was a graduate of the naval 
academy, his selection for war instead 
of the navy post caused some surprise, 
but it was his own selection and evi- 
dence of his desire to grapple with 
the post-war problems of the govern- 
ment on a detached business basis. 

Mr. Weeks appeared very cheerful 
while at the war department today 
and is said by his physicians to be in 
better health than at any time in the 
last five years.

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In Air Detense, 


Madden Asserts 


_—— 


Washington, October 12.—()— 
Testifying before the president’s air 
board today, Chairman Martin B. 
Madden, of the house appropriations 
committee, charged the army and navy 
with acting unwisely in ¢xpending 
money allotted them for development 
of the nation’s air defense. 


As chairman of the committee that 
appropriates this money, he declared 
he would not “let go unchallenged’”’ 
the charge that congress had failed 
to provide sufficient funds for the 
two military gir services. 

Mr. Madden declared the army and 
navy had squandered millions of dol- 
lars. “in a purposeless, meaningless, 
endless experimental orgy” in techni- 
cal aircraft development, and asserted, 
in his opinion, technical development 
could no longer “be safely left” to the 
two military services if the United 
States were to take its place “among 
the countries of the world in the air.” 

Wright and Robinson Heard. 

In addition to Mr. Madden the board 
also heard Orville Wright, pioneer in 
aviation circles; Admiral §S. S. Robin- 
son, the new commander of the United 
States battle fleet, and several other 
officers and experts. 

After sitting for more 
hours, the board recessed 
morrow. 


Mr. Wright urged development of 
commercial aviation as a means of 
building up an adequate air reserve, 
and advocated as a step looking to 
encourgement of commercial flying, 
the establishment by municipalities 
of airports and landing equipment. He 
also favored authorizing the commerce 
department to license all commercial 
pilots and to inspect all commercial 
aircraft. 

Want Official Assurances. 

Referring to dissatisfaction among 
naval air officers, Admiral Robinson 
said this probably would disappear 
if pilots were “given official assur- 
ances in black and white” that avia- 
tion duties would not jeopardize pro- 
motion with their class. 

Howard Rath, a former air officer 
with the American’ expeditionary 
forces, took issue with views ex- 
pressed by Colonel William Mitchell 
in a series of articles appearing in the 
Saturday Evening Post about a year 
ago on the effectiveness of aerial 
bombing. Although not mentioning 
the the colonel by name, Captain 
Rath said the claims set forth were 
exaggerated and were not borne out 
by war experiences. 

Citing testimony by Major General 
Mason M. Patrick, chief of the army 
nir service, that 262 pursuit planes 
purchased by the army had_ been 
‘found deficient in vision requirements, 
Mr. Madden said he had heard some- 
thing of a charge of criminal negli- 
gence “that borders on criminal 
waste.” 


Extravagance Alleged. 


“Think of buying 262 pursuit planes 
that a pilot has difficulty in seeing 
out of,” he explained. Failure of the 
army and navy to spend their money 
‘intelligently’ in the air service, he 
declared, “‘is not unique,” as “similar 
extravagance get-nowhere programs 
are being carried on tank develop- 
ment, artillery development, emical 
warfare and ammunition develop- 
ment.” 

Mr. Madden submitted a plan for 
combining army and navy aviation, 
at a cost of $87,500,000, which, among 
other things, would provide for dis- 
continuance of all aeronautical engi- 
neering and design work by the two 
military services, with the abolition 
of the naval aircraft factory at the 
Philadelphia and the army engineering 
aircraft division.

on present expenditures of $86,000,000 
a year for army and navy aviation he 
said that “working backward from this 
sum, in other words, trying to de- 
termine just how much aviation of a 
military character might be indulged 
in for this expenditure, I suggest the 
following: 

“Fifteen hundred new airplanes of 
various designs, at $20,000 each, could 
be purchased annually, amounting in 
the aggregate to $30,000,000. 

“Ten ground service men for each 
airplane, which is more than ample 
to properly care for the airplanes

500 hours a year that would be an 
approximate total of 45,000,000 
miles flown, many times the mileage 
of these past years; a liberal esti- 
mate of the cost of maintaining them 
and their power plants could not ex- 
ceed 50 cents per mile, the labor havy- 
ing been. provided for in the enlisted 
men estimate above; or a total of $22.- 
500, 
_ “Five million dollars would be a 
liberal estimate for the maintenance 
of all the flying fields as bases of 
operation for these 1,500 planes, 

“A total of $87,500,000, as against 
$86,000,000 now being expended for 
which we have received nothing.

PAYMENT OF WAR STOCK 
DEBT FACING FRENCH. 


Paris, October 12.—(4)—The pros- 
pect of having to pay $400,000,000 for 
war stocks in a Inmp sum in 1929, 
if the temporary debt settlement pro- 
posed by the American debt funding 
commission is not accepted by France, 
is exercising a strong influence on the 
attitude of the government, it is said 
in well informed circles. The question 
has been only tentatively discussed 
by the cabinet, but M. Caillaux lays 
stress on the fact that if the tempo- 
rary arrangement were not satisfac- 
tory, maturity of the war stock indebt- 
edness stares France in the face and 
must be taken into consideration. 

It is regarded as doubtful whether 
the question will come up for decision 
before parliament reconvenes the lat- 
ter part of October or early in No- 
vember, and important internal polit- 
ical controversies are dealt with. 

Some of the members of the French 
mission have issued a mild warning to 
the public against hasty conclusions, 
in view of the difficult position the 
French treasury would find itself if 
nothing were settled now, and the 
question left in abeyanace until com- 
plicated by the approaching maturity 
of the war stock debt.

BOARD OF CTZENS 
TO HANDLE BOND 


Although he does not favor a raise 
in the tax rate of 25 cents a $100 to 
finance a $12,000,000 bond issue and 
does not favor a bond issue of that 
magnitude at this time, Mayor Walter 
A. Sims announced Monday he would 
endeavor to appoint as fepresentative 
a group of citizens-as possible on a 
bond commission to direct expenditure 
of these bonds if ratified by the peo- 
ple in an election. 

The mayor said he expected coun- 
cil to pass an ordinance at its meet- 


ing Monday authorizing him to ap- 
point a bond commission to handle the 
funds derived from the proposed bond 


‘While I favor a small bond issue 
of about $5,000,000 which can be fi- 
nanced without the imposition of a 
tax “increase I shall not veto any 
measure that provides for the $12,- 
000,000 as recommended by the spe- 
cial bond committee as I think the 
people should be permitted to pass 
on such an important question,” the 
mayor said. 

It is expected that recommendations 
of the special bond committee authoriz- 
ing a bond issue of $12,000,00 will be 
passed by council at its next meet- 
ing according to information obtain- 
ed at the city hall Monday. The spe- 
cial bond committee voted unanimous- 
ly for the $12,000,000 bond issue and 
for the proposal that the tax rate be 
increased 25 cents to provide funds 
for finanicing bonds. 

Mayor Sims favors a bond issue of 


$5,000,000 which he said would take 
care of emergency needs and which he 
said is all that can be spent in the 
next year. He pointed out that after 
this sum is spent an additional bond 
issue can be floated if found neces- 
sary. 

The special committee recommends 
$12,000,000 with items as follows: 
schools $5,000,000; Battle Hill sani- 
tarium, $500,000; sewers, $2,000,000; 
waterworks, $2,150,000; city hall, $1,- 
750,000, and viaducts, $600,000. 

Report Submitted. 


The report making these provisions 
will be submitted to council next Mon- 
day. 

In the report also is the recommen- 
dation that the mayor appoint a spe- 
cial bond commission to disburse funds 
and also it is recommended that the 
election be held on the first Wednes- 
day in December. 

If council adopts the recommenda- 
tions Mayor Sims said he would en- 
deavor to pick the best commission 
possible to direct the disbusement of 
the bond issue. 

“I shall try to select representa- 
tive citizens and also shall endeavor 
to pick out citizens who have busi- 
ness ability enough to see that the 
funds are carefully and economically 
handled,” the mayor said. 


FAMOUS SINGER 
SAYS THAT TRUST 
CONTROLS OPERA 


New York, October 12.—A_ huge 
trust controls the music world of 
America, including the Metropolitan 
Opera company here, according to 
Mile. Vraie Diva, an opera singer, 
who charges that success is not at- 
tainable to women singers who re- 
fuse suggestions of wealthy backers 
of artists. 


Diva, whose claims have been made | 


to the New York Daily News, said 
that there had been an attempt to 
kidnap her in Tos Angeles and that 
efforts had been made to destroy her 
voice and probably her life in a New | 
York hotel. 

The singer exhibits the written 
praise of a number of music masters 
and declares that Harry E. Jacobs, 
Metropolitan representative, told her 
the “Metropolitan is dying for a

NEW RECORD SET 
IN PULITZER RAGE 


Mitchel Field, Il. I., October 2.— 
Two bullets of canvass, wood and 
steel streaked through the gold of 
an October sky Monday in the fast- 
est of speed classics, the Pulitzer 
‘airplane race, which was won by 
Lieutenant Cyrus Bettis of the army, 
at the record speed of 248.99 miles 
an hour. 

To surpass the existing mark‘ for 
a closed course of 124.27 miles, Bettis 
had to defeat Lieutenant Alford J. 
Williams, the crack navy pilot, who 
attained 243.78 miles in St. Louis 
in 1923. Williams, the man whose 
plane recently hit 302.5 miles an 
hour in a _ straightaway burst of 
speed, which was faster than any- 
thing built by man had ever trav- 
eled before, could only average 241.7 
in the ecireling course of four laps. 

The winner took off two minutes 
behind Williams. Several miles apart 
they roared over the field, while a 
great holiday crowd sat tense below 
as word spread that air history was 
being made by the army pilot. 

As the race ended, Bettis imme- 
diately brought his plane to the 
ground, while his defeated opponent, 
the hero of many an aerial battle, 
seemed to be laughing off his loss in 
a brief series of stunts. 

Lieutenant G. T. Cuddihy, navy; 
Lieutenant H. J. Norton, navy; Cap- 
tain H. W. Cook, army, and Lieu-. 
tenant L. H. Dawson, army, were 
contestants in another heat for the 
Pulitzer trophy, but their speed fell 
well behind that of the other two. 

Lieutenant Thomas K. Matthews, 
Iowa, won the 120-mile speed con- 
test for the John Purroy Mitchell tro- 
phy, with an average speed of 161.7

In the only other race, Jerry Dack, 
University of Detroit student, took 
first place in a Powell racer at an av- 
erage speed of 76.4 miles an hour over 
a 50-mile course for planes of the 
tiny “bug” type, which contain small 
engines. Dack, with a college mate, 

» H. Powell, built the machine in 
which he won and said it could be 
reproduced for $1,000. 

Claude Emrick, of Dayton, Ohio, 
was second at 69.60 miles an hour, 
with Edward Dormoy, also of Day- 
ton, third at 57.59. 

Dack took the Aero Digest trophy 
and half the $2.000 prize money. The
